LIBRARY LEGISLATION AND ITS FACTORS 
S. R. RANGANATHAN 


[Discusses the allocation of the area for parliamentary legislation and 
administrative legislation. Points out that in library service, even desirable 
factors of legislation, and not merely necessary factors, should be governed by 
statutory law. Enumerates the seven factors of legislation : top-management, 
administration, finance, obligation, organisation, accounts and audit, and 
personnel, and their sub-factors which should be provided for in statutory law.] 


0 Introduction 


There is a trend in modern legislation to include in the 
statutory law only the minimum number of factors and to leave 
to administrative law most of the others. There is a reason for 
it. The number of legislative measures per annum has been 
increasing enormously during the last 50 years. It would be a good 
exercise in reference service to find out from the Code of Laws of 
India the number of acts put on the statute book in different 
epochs, such as 1908, 1918, 1938, 1948 and 1958. I conjecture that 
the number of acts of 1958 may easily be six or seven times the 
number of acts of 1908. This crowded state of legislation creates a 
glut in parliamentary time. It is, therefore, but natural that the 
Parliament should confine its own legislation to the minimum 
essential sections. The only other alternative would be to cut down 
the number of enactments in a year. But this is hardly possible. 
Because there is a world-wide tendency now for legislation to cover 
many, many of the human activities including cultural and social 
subjects. It looks as if we have no escape from this trend. This 
consideration makes it necessary that the factors of legislation should 
be divided into two groups—essential factors to be provided for by 
parliamentary law and desirable factors which may, if necessary, be 
left to the care of administrative law. 


Ol NECESSARY FACTORS FOR JLEGISLATION 


The necessary factors in library legislation are : 
1 Top-management; 2 Administration; 
3 Finance; and 4 Obligation. 
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02 DESIRABLE FACTORS FOR LEGISLATION 


Other desirable factors in library legislation are : 


1 Organisation; 2 Audit and accounts; and 


3 Library personnel. 


03 ALLOCATION OF FACTORS 


The moot problem is whether any of the desirable factors 
should also be brought under the purview of parliamentary legisla- 
tion. Normally there is a tendency to assign such factors to 
administrative legislation. This will work all right in subjects which 
bring immediate benefit or which engage public attention almost 


involuntarily, and therefore the administrative wing of Government ‘ 


cannot but deal with it in a helpful and sympathetic manner. The 
areas of labour legislation, health legislation and property legislation 
would come under this category. However, any subject which is 
only of deferred benefit, or of which the public have not yet become 
sufficientiy sensitive, needs a different kind of allocation of factors 
between parliamentary and administrative legislation. The protected 
bureaucracy, which handles administrative legislation, may not be 
sufficiently responsive to what is of deferred benefit. It is likely to be 
rather impervious to the subtler and newly emerging social require- 
ments of society. The public at large do not have much direct 
opportunity to bring pressure on or even to influence the bureau- 
cracy in this matter. Its only channel for making its requirement 
felt is the Parliament made of its own representatives. Therefore, 
those interested in the promotion of any social legislation, such as 
library legislation, are obliged to ask for even some of the desirable 
factors to be brought within the purview of parliamentary law. For 
these reasons, it is necessary that all the seven factors mentioned in 
sections 01 and 02 should be covered to an appreciable extent by a 
statutory library law. 


1 Top-Management 


The sub-factors of top-management needing to be provided for 
in statutory library legislation are : 


1 The formation of the State Library Committee; 


2 The formation of Local Library Authorities;

3 Ifthe Local Library Authorities are omnibus local bodies, and not 
adhoc ones, the formation of Local Library Committee; and 


4 The division of function, responsibility, and rights of the above- 
mentioned bodies forming top-management. 


Details like mode of election and period of elected members 
may be left to administrative law, i. e. the rules made under the act. 


2 Administration 


The sub-factors of administration needing to be provided for in 
statutory library legislation are : 


1 Department of Library Service; 
2 State Librarian as the Head of the Department of Library Service; 
3 Provision of staff for the Department; and 


4 The qualifications, the powers and the duties of the State Librarian 
and his relation to the three bodies forming the top-management, 
and to the Government. 


Perhaps mode of recruitment of the State Librarian and of the 
staff of the Department of Library Service will be governed by the 
rules framed under the Public Service Commission Act. 


3 Finance 


The sub-factors of finance needing to be provided for in 
statutory library legislation are : 


1 Authorisation for the raising of local library rate by Local 
Library Authorities ; and 


2 The rate of contribution of State library grant to Local 
Library Authorities from the general revenue of the State. 


It may be desirable to provide for the State library grant to be 
given partly in the form of cash, partly in the form of books likely 
to be required by all the Local Library Authorities of the State, and 
also partly in the form of the salary of the professional library staff 
of the State. The third of the above item is suggested in order that 
the professional library staff may be borne on the state-cadre instead 
of being left to be recruited and maintained by the several Local 
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Library Authorities. Experience has shown that the best personnel 
are not got and that their morale and efficiency are not maintained, 
without interference by local politics unless they are borne on the 
state-cadre. This has been already given effect to in respect of 
medical service, engineering service, and even the service of the 
Commissioners for the Local Bodies. Whether these should be 
provided for in the statutory legislation itself or whether it is better 
to leave it to be looked after by administrative legislation is an open 
question. 


4 Obligation 


The fourth factor requires that the statutory law should lay 
down clearly whether the provision of library service is optional or 
compulsory. The modern world-trend is to make the provision of 
library service compulsory. Such a compulsory provision will call 
for a sanction for enforcing compulsion. The statutory law should 
also provide such a sanction. Again, when a service is compulsory 
and when public fund is utilised for a social service, there is need for 
compelling the Local Library Authorities to submit themselves to a 
certain minimum of control and inspection by the State Administra- 
tion, in order to secure that standards are maintained, public funds 
are not wasted, and library service reaches all the public in an 
efficient way. This does not mean that there should be interference 
by the State Administration in day-to-day work. There is always a 
great danger in our country today, as a result of the inheritance of a 
bureaucratic tradition of the last 200 years, for the Central Adminis- 
tration to strangle any local service by its plethora of red-tape. There 
is also a tendency to freeze all the initiative and responsibility of 
democratic local bodies engaged in social service. While there 
should be legislative provision for general inspection and lifting up 
the level of efficiency, the law should be so worded that bureaucracy 
cannot run amuck and make the library act a still-born affair as it 
has tended to do already in some of our States. 


5 Organisation 


The Laws of Library Science require that every reader should 
get his reading material wherever he may live and however costly it 
may be. This obligation on the library system of a State enforced 
by the Second Law of Library Science comes into conflict with the 
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limited nature of the library finance which will be available even in a 
very rich country. This conflict between the Second Law and’ finance 
has to be removed by suitable organisational measure. Similarly, 
the Third Law of Library Science requires that every book in a 
library should get its reader. But it is wellknown that the tastes of 
the people of a locality change from time to time. This difficulty too 
will have to be removed by an organisational measure. The organi- 
sational measure needed for these two purposes may consist of : 


1 Co-ordination in book selection ; 2 Inter-library loan ; and 


3 Exchange of reading materials. 


Further, the preparation of books for use—viz classification and 
cataloguing—is an impersonal technical process. It has been shown 
in my Headings and canons (1955) that this impersonal work can very 
well be centralised, instead of its being repeated in every library. 
Such centralisation will effect a saving of 79 percent in cost, taking 
the State as a whole. There is need for the statutory law to suggest 
and make it permissible for such a co-ordination, co-operation and 
centralisation in matters connected with the impersonal technical 
work of the several libraries in the state. 


6 Audit and Accounts 


The statutory law should also provide for the maintenance 
of library accounts, the audit of the library accounts, and for the 
holding and disposal of property by the several Local Library 
Authorities. 


7 Library Personnel 


The sub-factors of library personnel needing to be provided for 
in statutory library legislation are : 


1 Maintenance of a register of approved librarians ; 
2 Provision for the training of librarians ; and 


3 Provision for the librarians of the state to take part in 
State, national and international conferences and exhibitions, con- 
nected with the development of library science and improvement of 
library service. 
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ALPHABETIZATION 
P. N. KAULA 


[ Explains the three methods of alphabetization. Criticallay evaluates these 
methods and makes out a case for all-through arrangement. Explores certain 
problems for further investigation, and suggests formulation of separate standards 
for Roman and Nagri Scripts. ] 


1 Introduction 


Alphabetization means arranging entries by the alphabet, either 
letter by letter or word by word, in any script viz. Roman, Nagri, 
Persian, etc. It appears to be a simple process, but it is not so; in 
fact it is complicated ; unless one and only one of these methods is 
consistently adhered to, the arrangement will defy the unerring loca- 
tion of any desired entry. 


2 Necessity for Arrangement 


“Arrangement is the very essence of catalogue’’, remarks Dr. 
S. R. Ranganathan in his Theory of library catalogue, 1938, 354. 
Arrangement can be either systematic—i.e. classified or alphabetical. 
Alphabetical arrangement is used in a dictionary catalogue, the 
alphabetical part of a classified catalogue, the index to a book or a 
periodical, a dictionary, an encyclopaedia, a telephone directory, and 
in any other directory and similar reference publication. In all 
parliamentary, local and other elections also alphabetization plays a 
vital role in the voters’ list. So also wherever else names of persons 
have to be arranged for easy reference such as in lists of candidates 
for an examination, members of Parliament, or legislature, passengers 
in a train, ship or plane, officers and employees in any establish- 
ment, patients in a hospital, prisoners, cnstomers of any trade or 
business, etc. 


3 Methods 


The following three methods of alphabetization are common : 


1 ‘All-through’ arrangement (letter by letter) ; 
2 ‘Word by word’ arrangement ; and 
3 Gestalt method 
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ALPHABETIZATION 


31 ALL-THROUGH 


The ‘All-through’ arrangement ignores variation in type, script, 
mark, space between ‘words or sentences or paragraphs, printing 
marks, signs, etc. This method of alphebetization is the easiest to 
apply. The only factor calling for special rules is the occurrence of 
different species of conventional symbols. For example, the letters 
of a single alphabetical system is what occurs commonly and there is 
no need for any rule in this case. However, numerals, special 
symbols and any currencies, weights, etc. such as $, £, mathematical 
symbols and any other species of symbols may also have to be 
reckoned in alphabetization. In such a case, special rules must be 
framed with regard to the relative ordinal values of all such symbols. 
Again, letters of more alphabetical systems than one may have to 
be thrown together into a single arrangement. Here two courses are 
open. The entries may be arranged in separate sequences and there 
will be need for a rule, only to fix the relative places of these 
sequences among themselves. Another method may be to throw all 
such entries into a single sequence and determine the position of any 
entry by the phonetical value of the characters concerned, instead of 
the characters themselves. Such an arrangement by phonetical value 
of symbols is very difficult for use except by specialists. 


The current Indian Standard (IS : 382-1952) follows this 
‘All-through’ alphabetical method and provides the necessary rules 
on all the points mentioned above. It recommends separate 
sequences for entries in different alphabets. 


32 WoRD BY WorD 


The word by word arrangement is said to follow the ‘nothing 
before something’ rule. Many reference books adopt this method of 
arrangement. 


33 *‘WorD-SPACE’—THE DIFFERENCE 


The difference between the ‘All-through’ and the ‘Word by 
word’ arrangements consists merely in giving to ‘word-space’—i.e. the 
space between the two consecutive words—an ordinal value, which is 
less than that of any character of the alphabet or any other symbol 
used. ° 
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Failure in conscious adherence to one and only one of these two 
methods of arrangement produces chaos. This is the bane of most 
of our telephone directories. 


The difference between these two rules is illustrated by a few 
examples like New York, Newark etc. 


34 GESTALT 


In the Theory of library catalogue, 1938, 354-66, Dr. Ranga- 
nathan has generalized the concept of ‘Word-Space’. He gives ordinal 
values not only to ‘Word-Space’, but also to ‘Sentence-Space’ and 
‘Paragraph-Space’. This gives helpful results in arranging the entries 
in a library catalogue in the form of cards. The resulting alphabeti- 
zation is called ‘Gestalt Alphabetization’. 


35 Wy GESTALT RULES 


In a card catalogue Gestalt rules of Dr. Ranganathan merely 
formalize what one naturally does while arranging cards. Ina sense 
the Gestalt arrangement gives different ordinal values in a sequence. 
So far as the paragraph-space is concerned, it correctly formalizes 
what we naturally do in arranging cards. With regard to the rule 
about sentence-space we cannot say that commonsense arrangement 
by everybody will give a result which conforms to this rule. There 
will be as much variation here as there is between the ‘All-through’ 
rule and ‘Nothing before something’ rule. However, Dr. Ranga- 
nathan’s sentence-space rule is framed so as to get a sequence which 
will be helpful to users and of library catalogue. 


The Gestalt rule gives also different ordinal values to capital 
letters, small letters and letters in italics. This rule is even more 
artificial than the other rules. Moreover, these rules have to be in 
organic relation to the rules framed for the style of writing and 
printing. But in a card catalogue this gives very helpful results. 


Since the construction of a card catalogue is in the hands of a 
small class of trained professionals, it will not be difficult to apply 
these rules in the very construction of entries. We cannot be sure of 
this in the case of other alphabetical lists such as a telephone 
directory or a voters’ list. Therefore, Dr. Ranganathan himself has 
suggested that the Gestalt method should not be brought into use 
outside the library catalogue. 
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ALPHABETIZATION 


36 OTHER RULES 


Part of the substance of the Gestalt rules has been instinctively 


prescribed in some cataloguing and indexing books. These are : 


-1 TasBBE (M.) etc.: Studies in coordinate indexing. 
2 COLLISON (Robert L.): Indexes and indexing. 
3 WHEATLEY (H.B.): How to make an Index. 


4 PETHERBRIDGE (M.): Technique of indexing. 


However, these practices do not conform to the entire body of 
the Gestalt rules. Nor has the concept of ‘Pattern arrangement’ 
baen consciously seized and studied till this was examined in the 
Theory of library catalogue. 


37 BooK-FORM CATALOGUE 


Again the Gestalt rules for a card catalogue will not hold good 
for a catalogue in book-form where all the paragraphs of any entry 
of the card catalogue become merely sentences. Therefore, the 
Gestalt rule for a printed catalogue should be formed differently. 
This was first realised in 1948 when Dr. Ranganathan helped Shri 
R. Srinivasan in the printing of the Catalogue of the Library of the 
Ministry of the Labour, Government of India. I asked Dr. 
Ranganathan how he missed noticing this problem when he printed 
the Catalogue of the Madras University Library. He said that the 
alphabetical index of the Madras University Library catalogue was 
very brief and, therefore, this problem did not appear in all its 
fullness. 


38 GESTALT ABANDONED 


It was in the light of such considerations that, as Chairman of 
the Documentation Sectional! Committee of ISI, Dr. Ranganathan 
himself in 1948 recommended the abandonment of the Gestalt 
principle in popular documents like printed directories, voters’ lists, 
etc., and said that it should be applied only to library catalogues in 
cards. Accordingly, the Indian Standard prescribed the ‘All-through’ 
arrangement. 
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4 Problems 
It can, therefore, be safely concluded that : 
1 Gestalt rules are difficult ; 
2 Word for word arrangement breaks down in certain cases ; 
3 ‘All-through’ arrangement requires further investigation. 


In respect of Nos. 2 and 3, some psychological tests should 
be made as to how a common man reacts to these methods. This 
has not yet been attempted. Till this is done we are not able to 
choose between the two methods. It would be helpful if the users 
of directories and similar other documents communicate to the 
Documentation Sectional Committee of ISI the difficulty which they 
experience in the use of either system of alphabetization. 


Although the Indian Standard has been in use for many years, 
no such opinion has been secured. The Documentation Committee 
is, therefore, not able to do its best in the matter. 


5 Indian Languages 


Various attempts at alphabetization have been made with 
material in Roman script. Perhaps no attempt has been made to 
examine alphabetization in Nagri or any other script. The alphabeti- 
zation in Indian languages that use mostly the Nagri script is more 
difficult and more confusing. There are combined words in Indian 
languages which lead to still more confusion. If the ‘All-through’ 
arrangement is accepted, even then it would be necessary to formulate 
separate rules for alphabetization in Indian languages. 


In Sanskrit, for example, pure consonents occur in words which 
is not the case in Hindi. These consonents will have to be ignored 
in alphabetization. Then alone Rama in Sanskrit would be Ram as 
in Hindi. Similar is the case with other words. It is, therefore, 
essential to examine how far alphabetization even by ‘All-through’ 
arrangement can be worked out properly in Indian languages. 


6 Separate Standards 


The Documentation Sectional Committee of the Indian 
Standards Institution may take up standardization of alphabetization 
both for Roman and Nagri scripts separately so that alphabetization 
in each script becomes uniform, less taxing and less prone to hotch- 
potch sequence.

DOCUMENTATION IN A SPECIAL LIBRARY 


V. SUNDARAM 


[Describes concisely the concept of documentation, Explains documenta- 
tion work and service as applicable to a special library.] 


1 Introduction 


The rapid progress of human thought in all branches of 
knowledge has exerted profound influence on the nature and volume 
of recorded materials, more particularly at the micro-thought level. 


‘ Profuse literature expressing this development of thinking is being 


brought out at a very fast rate, that old ideas tend to change 
yielding place to new at a quick succession of time, one is confront- 
ed with the most difficult problem of keeping abreast with this 
growth. Any process by which this object of acquainting the client 
with the latest and current information or rather with the nascent 
thought is not only welcome but imperative. Documentation tries 
to achieve this object. 


2 Concepts of Documentation 


Documentation is a term that needs no introduction to 


those in the library profession. In fact, the importance of 
this has been sufficiently recognised erelong and professional as well 
as technical experts have focussed so much attention on this with 
the result the literature that have developed around this subject is 
scanty. The object of this article is not to dwell on ideas that have 
already found expression on various occasions and at various places, 
but to confine only to those practical problems confronted while 
doing this work in a special library. Accordingly, in a broad sense 
documentation may be conceived of as a process by which current 
information appearing in publications of more frequent nature are 
brought to the notice of the client in a systematic way. 


3 Concept of a Special Library 


The special library may be a government departmental library, 
business library or technical library each specializing in a particular 
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subject or subjects, the nature of which is determined by the nature 
of the department or organisation for which it has tocater. For 
example, the Ministry of Law library comprises of collections mainly 
on legal literature, the Ministry of Labour & Employment on 
collections on labour and allied subjects and so on. 


4 Documentation Work 


Documentation should proceed a regular receipt of selected 
periodicals, dailies, reports etc. relevant to the subject. In other 
words, documentation has to include “obvious forms of micro- 
literature” namely periodicals, even cyclostyled reports and any 
reading material representing current thought. Articles pertaining 
to the subject appearing in the periodicals have to be persued, 
indexed, minutely classified, properly featured, and a list provided 
with an index is to be brought out. News items from dailies and 
other forms of materials giving latest information should be included 
in the above process. Each of the above mentioned processes involve 
a lot of technical labour and skill and in the absence of sufficient 
qualified and experienced manpower it shall be almost impossible to 
execute this job satisfactorily. 


41 DOCUMENTATION LIsT 


In a special library the general practice is to circulate 
all the periodicals to the officers concerned. But an _ efficient 
documentation service can definitely reduce the work-load on the 
circulation of periodicals. Indirectly, the periodicals shall not be 
lost or misplaced in circulation and the library can have the bound 
copies of complete sets. If the documentation list is brought out on 
a weekly basis, it would all the more facilitate reference. The officers 
would be saved from the labour and time of going through all the 
periodicals themselves. The information that they are interested 
can easily be located from this list. 


5 Technique 


51 CATALOGUING 


Documentation, if it is to achieve the object for which 
it is being done, should be in a scientific and systematic way 
and not in any haphazard manner. The techniques of library science 
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can very advantageously be applied in making them scientific and 
systematic. The entries should be prepared according to a classified 
code of cataloguing so that there shall be uniformity in presentation 
and least difficulty in locating the information. The Classified 
catalogue code, edn. 4 by Dr. Ranganathan provides rules for making 
the entries for documentation work. 


52 CLASSSIFICATION 


Classification plays the vital role in documentation work. 
Documentation needs a classification scheme which would provide 
a sharp tool since this has to be applied to literature at the micro- 
thought level. The classification should bring out the ‘thought- 
content’ embodied in the materia! to the fullest extent possible. The 
scheme of classification should be capable of bringing out the full 
implifications of the subject and when the entries are arranged, the 
various aspects of the subject, its divisions and sub-divisions are 
fully revealed and fall into helpful sequences that the useris able to 
arrive at his exact demand by a mere perusal of the list. For this 
purpose, a scheme designed on a faceted pattern alone is desirable. 
The facted classification produces another indirect result. Many of 
the libraries do not have the necessary personnel or other facilities 
for abstracting. If the scheme of classification used could interpret 
the thought embodied in the article to the minuest degree, a 
systematic representation of the subject becomes possible by the 
provision of minute feature heading. 


53 FACETED CLASSIFICATION 


A classification providing faceted notation in other words “with 
a multi-dimensional approach”’ alone could be employed. The two 
Systems that are generally employed for documentation purpose are 
Colon Classification and the Universal Decimal Classification. That 
Decimal Classification does not satisfy the needs of classification 
of micro-literature, has been recognised by experience. Colon 
Classification is built on the basis of five fundamental categories and 
provides a schedule with faceted notation. There are no ready made 
numbers but the schedule is so conveniently flexible that at the hands 
of a skillful classifier the scheme can be carried a long way for 
achieving the classification of micro-literature successfully. 
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The results achieved by the successful handling of the scheme 
can be illustrated by an example when the subject has been classified 
minutely. This is on the basis of the ‘Labour’ schedule expanded by 
Shri P.N. Kaula* in his article Classification of Labour.

6 Abstracting 


The idea of giving abstracts as a part of documentation is 
gaining wide support in India. This topic was discussed during the 
Library Seminar on Research in Social Sciences recently. To save the 
user from the trouble of going through all the original documents, 
since they are so large, by providing a gist of the contents of the 
original document’ is the underlying object of abstracting. All the 
articles may not need abstracting. It is by experience alone that 
a person will be able to judge whether an article needs abstracting 
or not.

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7 Documentation Service 


The material documented will have to be served to the clientele 
which is called Documentation Service. This also includes the 
mechanical reproduction of the original document. In India this 
facility is not available in libraries. 


8 Future 


The destiny of any nation is governed by its intelligentia, be he 
a scientist, scholar or an administrator and as a service conducive 
for further research, a fillip to human thinking, documentation 
stands today as a boon to humanity in its pursuit of learning. 
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LIBRARY SEMINAR ON RESEARCH IN THE 
SOCIAL SCIENCES 


GIRJA KUMAR 


[Gives a short account of the Seminar. Brings out its salient features and 
states the resolutions passed at the Seminar and the action taken for their 
implementation.] 


1 Research in Social Sciences 


Until a few years ago, social science research except in Indian 
history was a neglected field in this country. But happily this 
situation has been changing gradually in recent years as can be seen 
by looking up statistics of enrollment for the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy (Ph. D.) at the various Indian universities. Impetus has 
also been given to research by the establishment of research 
institutions like the Indian School of International Studies and the 
Indian Institute of Public Administration, during the past decade or 
so, and further development of the older institutions like the Indian 
Statistical Institute and the Delhi School of Economics. The Planning 
Commission through its Research Programme Committee has 
sponsored several important economic and social studies through 
some research institutions in India. Further, government depart- 
ments are conducting considerable research on their own. 


2 Role of a Library 


It is at this point that the library becomes the first and one of 
the most important institutions for conducting research in the field 
of social sciences. Without adequate library resources, which make 
available the results of past and current research, social scientists 
are handicapped in planning new studies or developing comparative 
analysis of problems common to many peoples and regions. It is 
high time for Indian librarians to make a critical examination of how 
best they can contribute to the development and expansion of social- 
sceince research in India. 
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SEMINAR ON RESEARCH IN THE SOCIAL SCIENCES ZES 


3 Library Seminar 


In order to review the position with regard to research 
collections on the social sciences in Indian libraries, the Indian 
School of International Studies convened an All-India Seminar on 
the contributions of the library to research in the social sciences. 
This was held in co-operation with Indian Council of World Affairs 
Library (which is also the library to the School) at Sapru House, 
New Delhi, between January 2-4, 1959. Dr. S. R. Ranganathan, 
doyen of the Indian librarians and librarian of great international 
standing, was the Director of the Seminar. Among the libraries 
represented at the seminar from outside Delhi were: National 
Library, UNESCO Research Centre and Indian Statistical Institute 
from Calcutta; Tata Institute of Social Sciences, Bombay; and 
Gokhale Institute of Politics and Economics, Poona. More than 30 
institutions were represented at the seminar. 


31 INAUGURATION 


The Seminar was inaugurated by Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, Vice- 
Chancellor, Delhi University, on 2 January, 1959 at Sapru House. 
The main theme of Dr. Rao’s address was how to bridge the gap 
between the social scientist’s wants and what can be made available 
to him by libraries in terms of the available resources. He stressed 
the need for co-operation among libraries in India to make the best 
possible use of their limited resources. 


4 Topics for Discussion 


The topics for discussion iucluded: 1 the preparation of a 
catalogue of holdings of Indian libraries of social science periodicals; 
2 Acquisition and servicing of official publications (Foreign, Indian 
and International Organisations like the United Nations); 3 Biblio- 
graphical tools for research; and 4 Forms of co-operation between 
research libraries in India including area and subject specialization 
and inter-library loans. 


5 Papers Contributed

6 Discussion of Problems

It helped greatly in making the sessions business-like and 
keeping the discussions to the point. Further discipline was exercised 
by circulating a set of propositions for discussion in advance of each 
session. These propositions arose out of the working papers which 
formed the basis of discussion for that particular session. Here I 
must record our thanks to Dr. Ranganathan for his able guidance of 


It may be worthwhile to summarize the major points that arose 
in the course of our discussions. 


There was a general discussion 
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about the definition of scope of the social sciences and their inter- 
relationships in the first session of the seminar. It was followed by 
some heated discussion over the issue of arrangement of entries in the 
suggested union catalogue of social science periodicals available 
in Indian libraries. The classified arrangement was preferred 
because it could serve many other functions besides assisting in the 
location of periodicals. The second session was entirely devoted to 
problems relating to the acquisition and processing of official 
publications. The general practice of catalogues of official publica- 
tions in not listing publications meant for free and limited distribu- 
tion (and those handled by government departments directly) was 
deplored. There was some difference of opinion on the desirability 
of segregating official publications in a separate department in the 
library, but the proposition was finally accepted. 


The third session was devoted to the subject of documentation 
in the social sciences which brought out several new ideas, but many 
of these were of tentative nature. The need for concerted effort by 
librarians to work out common isolates in the social sciences was 
much emphasised and several speakers envisaged a growing demand 
for abstracting service in the near future in this field. 


‘Forms of co-operation among Indian libraries’ was the theme 
of the last session. There were no two opinions about the need for 
it. It was also recognized that the principle did not work smoothly 
in practice. As regards inter-library loan, it was urged that the 
methods of co-operation must be clearly defined and the readers 
must be educated to accept the limitations on time and use implicit 
in any inter-library loan system. 


7 Resolutions 


Six resolutions were unanimously passed by the seminar to give 
practical shape to co-operation between Indian libraries. Since the 
seminar was an ad hoc body and had no existence beyond the period 
of its deliberations, these resolutions were forwarded to the sponsor- 
ing authorities for implementation. 


The resolutions related to : 


1 The establishment of a committee to survey holdings of 
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periodical publications, arrears of work and the forms o 
co-operation among important Indian libraries ; 


The publication of a union catalogue of periodical publica- 
tion in the social sciences ; 


The publication of a standardized catalogue of the Govern- 
ment of India publications and the establishment of a 
committee to establish standards thereof ; 


The establishment of an Indian National Documentation 
Centre for the social sciences ; 


The promotion of research in the classification and termino- 
logy in the social sciences ; and 


The appointment of a standing committee to implement the 
foregoing recommendations of the seminar. 


8 Action on Resolutions 


The Indian School of International Studies has already ap- 


pointed an internal standing Committee to take necessary steps in 
this direction. Dr. H. N. Kunzru is the Chairman and Dr. S. R. 
Ranganathan is one of the members of this Committee. Its main 
function is to set the ball rolling and then it is for the others like the 
University Grants Commission, Ministry of Education and the Indian 
Library Association to implement its recommendations. 
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LIBRARIES AND LIBRARY SCHOOLS IN 
AMERICA AND JAPAN 
S. R. RANGANATHAN * 


[Records briefly Dr. Ranganathan’s address to the members of the Delhi 
Library Association on 3 January 1959 at Sapru House, New Delhi where he 
gave his impressions of his tour to United States, Canada and Japan from 18 
October to 17 December 1958. Dr. Ranganathan addressed 17 library schools 
and attended several meetings during his tour. He also attended the meetings of 
the International Conference on Scientific Information and FID at Washington. 
He has secured two fellowships for Indian librarians in Canada.] % 


1 Delhi Library School 


Dr. Ranganathan paid glowing tributes to late Sir Maurice 
Gwyer who instituted Master’s Degree and Doctorate Courses in 
Library Science at Delhi University, and invited Dr. Ranganathan to 
organise the department. It created for Dr. Ranganathan unbounded 
happiness after retirement and opened the door for him for active 
life in library science. He said, as a result of that department, 
brilliant people came to Delhi and got themselves trained. New 
spirit took several people to West which demonstrated amity of the 
members of the library profession. 


2 New Generation of U.S. 


Dr. Ranganathan had all appreciation for the members of the 
library profession abroad who had made his tour most pleasant and 
offered enriching shower-bath of love and kindness on him. He had 
visited about 20 library schools and addressed the students and 
teachers alike. He said that he found a great difference in his visits 
to U.S.A. in 1950 and 1958. The new generation of librarians was 
interested in learning and absorbing new ideas, and for that purpose 
had been reading the periodical literature of India. Among them 
there was a profound measure of readiness to learn the latest deve- 
lopments in the field of library science. The new generation did not 
believe in stopping intellectual growth. The students in library 
schools had awareness of the new ideas. This they demonstrated by 
representing to their Dean in a deputation, to make Dr. Ranganathan

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to speak again. Their devotion, love and human touch were remark- 
able. Postulational approach to library classification, Chain Proce- 
dure, Laws of Library Science, Spiral of scientific method were 
taught to the rising new generation, school after school. The mem- 
bers of the faculty of Library Science in those schools did not feel 
content with that. They even discussed teaching techniques in 
separate meetings. Dr. Ralph Shaw conceived the idea of teaching 
together. That was a unique method of teaching where he and Dr. 
Shaw played a duet to the benefit of the class. 


3 Hospitality of Canada 


Dr. Ranganathan had all praise for Canadian hospitality. He 
said that their regard for Indian librarianship was of a high order. 
There was absolutely no national barrier in the intellectual plane in 
library science. One of the biggest public libraries offered to have 
two students from India every year on salary basis. Some of the 
librarians who listened to him in Canada, came from a distance of 


about 500 miles at Ottawa. That showed their keenness to learn new 
ideas in library science. 


4 Indian Librarians 


Dr. Ranganathan stated that there was no need to get foreign 
diplomas during Gandhian Era when in India two crores of rupees 
had to be spent on libraries by the Union Government. He was 
however, proud of the good work of Indian librarians who were 
studying in U.S.A. Dr. Ranganathan stated that the man-power 
analysis worked in India had produced great impression on time 
and motion study in the Honolulu University. 


5 Industrious Japan 


Dr. Ranganathan was profoundly impressed by the enthus- 
isastic outlook of Japan. A brilliant young lecturer approached him 
with the ‘Postulational approach to library classification’ published in 
the Annals of library science with his own marginal notes. The students 
were even more enthusiastic who (500 in number) listened to him for 
full four hours without yawning. They were very industrious. Even 


old persons asked questions on the Prolegomena to library classifica- 
tion. 
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6 Library Buildings 


61 IN JAPAN 


Library buildings were in a poor way in Japan. They had the 
architecture of 19th century. The Japanese were, however, eager to 
change their buildings. Hunger of books had grown to enormous 
dimensions in Japan. There were 50 to 100 readers standing in a 
queue for more than two hours to get a place into the library where 
reading room seats were numbered and the token of vacant seat was 
given at the counter. Readers were everywhere far in excess of the 
seats provided in those reading rooms. 


62 IN UNITED STATES 


In U.S, the design of some of the library buildings had stunned 
Dr. Ranganathan. The Michigan University Library building could 
accommodate 15,000 readers in the reading room ina day. A place 
of relaxation, a bed, music and other facilities, uncommon in other 
parts of the world, had been provided. He saw music plugs in 
another library. That appeared to be a new feature in library 
buildings. 


8 Library Legislation 


The library legislation in Japan was on the American pattern. 
Before the Second World War, legislation was regulated by imperial 
edicts. The National Diet Library was the biggest library in Japan 
and was enjoying copyright privileges.

With the advancement in knowledge, the thought communica- 
tion has become diversified in its approach, form, structure and 
frequency. The present day cataloguer has, therefore, not only to 
catalogue the conventional micro-documents but such other micro- 
documents like films, periodicals, tape records, music records etc. 
The cataloguing of various types of reading material, their idiosyncra- 
sies, their bibliographies—National, descriptive and subject—, and 
even documentation lists, baffles even a seasoned cataloguer if he is 
not provided with definite rules for cataloguing all such documents. 


The only classified code that can be his best guide is the Classi- 
fied catalogue code which has now taken its fourth birth with complete 
Kaya kalpa in serveral ways. This edition brings out many faceted 
improvement and additions upon third edition published in 1951. The 
present edition has combined certain essential features of cataloguing 
as given by the author in his Theory of library catalogue (1935), which 
has been out of print for the past decade or so. A welcome change 
in the style of writing is the introduction of (comma)’,’ in deriving 
headings for entries. The full stops prescribed in earlier editions have 
been eliminated. This is perhaps to value the personality concept of 
the names of institutions. The rendering of the heading of the 
corporate name like the Ministry of Law shall, therefore, be : 


INDIA, LAW (Ministry of—). instead of 
INDIA. LAW (Ministry of—). 


The other features of this edition are : 
1 Canons of cataloguing; 


2 Glossary of cataloguing terms; 
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Structure of names; 

Rendering of names; 

New version of Chain Procedure; 


Rules for Union Catalogue; and

Rules for National Bibliography. 


The code consists of 9 parts. 


In part O—Preliminary, the description of canons of cataloguing 
and normative principles are very useful and eliminate the necessity 
of referring to the Theory of library catalogue now out of print since 
long. The arrangement of entries with practical examples for the 
arrangement of the alphabetical part of the catalogue, is indeed very 
helpful. 


In part 1—Terminology, clear cut definitions of various types of 
work, author, document and catalogue entries with illustrations, is a 
desirable addition. The lists of removable and irremovnble attach- 
ments with the names of different cultural groups of India will be a 
useful guide to the cataloguers particularly in foreign count- 
ties. The code throws sufficient light about prepotent part of Entry 
element in Indian name, because due to the cultural impact of the 
West, most of our writers still use their family names while they are 
better known by their given name. A list of removable attachment 
in Indian names has also been provided which will be a boon to a 
cataloguer. 


In Part 2—Rendering of names, the rendering of Personal 
names, Geographical names, Government, Institution, Conference, 
Title, Series and Pseudo-series with definition and illustrations will 
ease the job of a cataloguer to a very great extent. This type of 
approach is very much desirable. 


In Part 3—Class index Entries, the terminology of classifica- 
tion, chain and link is a commendable addition, as it will go a long 
way in understanding the process of Chain Procedure. The distinction 
between sought, unsought, fused and false link make the whole 
process very clear. Rules have also been provided for Class Index 
Entries for Dictionary catalogue by Chain Procedure in Chapter 3D. 


< 
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The idiosyncrasies of periodical publications have been enum- 
erated separately, prescribing rules for all such types of publications 
in Part 8. The rules for the compilation of Union Catalogue of 
books and periodicals, and those of National Bibliography fulfils the 
long standing demand of those who are engaged in the compilation 
of such tools of reference. The explanation, lay-out and typography 
for the Union Catalogues and National Bibliography will help to solve 
the many problems known as the problems of physical bibliography. 
The General Editor of Indian National Bibliography and others enga- 
ged in similar work, will find this part a boon in the absence of any 
rules prescribed by any other standard code. 


The code will not only serve the purpose of building a Classified 
Catalogue but will serve the purpose of building a Dictionary Cata- 
logue as well. The rules for Dictionary Catalogue so far given in the 
Dictionary catalogue code by the author, will no longer be required. 
Thus the code will meet the requirements of both types of catalogues. 


The book is a must for the table of the cataloguer for laboratory 
work, a helpful guide to the teacher of cataloguing and compendium 
to the students of cataloguing. The treatment of the subjectis so 
elaborate anc comprehensive that any person connected with cata- 
loguing in either capacity must turn to it for help, guide and reference.

135 Degree Course in Library Science 


The Delhi University is at present the only university in India 
imparting instructions leading to a Degree and Doctorate in Library 
Science. The University of Madras has submitted its plans to the 
University Grants Commission to start a Degree Course in Library 
Science. It has already established Sarada Ranganathan Chair in 


Library Science, donated by Dr. S.R. Ranganathan and accepted by 
the University. 


136 Copyright Office 


The copyright office set up by the Government of India has 
registered 100 works so far, of which 88 are literary and 12 artistic, 
Bengal contributing 25 works, Bombay and Delhi 18 each. 47 of the 
literary works are unpublished. Of the 88 literary works registered, 
43 are in English and 20 in Hindi. 


137 India Office Library 


The India Office Library, the biggest oriental library started in 
1779 in London out of the collections transferred from India has 
not yet been transferred back to India. The Government of India 


is still awaiting a reply from the U.K. Government to their note sent 
in February 1956. 


138 Central Reference Library 


The Central Reference Library functioning at present at 
Calcutta as part of the National Library has to be shifted to New 
Delhi having a separate building of its own. But the plan of constru- 
cting the separate building has been dropped “for the time being” as 
reported by Dr. Mono Mohan Das, Deputy Minister of Scientific 
Research and Cultural Affairs, in the Lok Sabha on 5 December 1958. 
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139 Library Seminar on Research in Social Sciences 


The Seminar on Research in Social Sciences was held from 4-5 
January 1959 at Sapru House, New Delhi. About 30 distinguished 
librarians from various parts of India participated. The Seminar 
was jointly sponsored by the School of International Studies and the 
Indian Council of World Affairs Library. 11 papers contributed by 
library-specialists were discussed at the Seminar which was directed 
by Dr. S. R. Ranganathan. The Seminar was inaugurated by 
Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, Vice Chancellor, Delhi University. 


140 Exhibition of Scientific Literature 


An Exhibition of scientific literature in 14 Indian languages 
including Sanskrit was held at the Delhi University Library as a 
programme of the 46th Session of the Indian Science Congress held 
at Delhi from 21-27 January 1959 which was inaugurated by Shri 
C. D. Deshmukh, Chairman, U.G.C. The exhibit collection consisted 
of about 5,000 Volumes—Bengali and Hindi comprising about 2,200 
volumes with over a thousand titles each. In Gujarati, Marathi and 
Urdu there were more than 300 volumes while Tamil, Telugu and 
Kannada had 200 to 300 volumes each. The exhibition was organi- 


sed to give an idea of the progress in the field of scientific literature 
in Indian languages. 


The British Council had also organised a separate exhibition of 
scientific publications published in U.K. 


141 Survey of the Reading Habit 


A survey of the reading habits in Delhi was conducted by the 
Delhi Public Library under the auspices of UNESCO. The survey 
revealed that there was a great demand for books on general topics 
though there was dearth of such publications in the Indian languages 
specially Hindi and Urdu. Contemporary political events and social 
and economic changes interest a large number of readers but they 
had to content themselves only with periodical literature in the 
absence of up-to-date publications on these topics in Hindi and Urdu 


languages. Books on popular science are also in increasing demand. 


142 Children’s Book Exhibition 


The Delhi Public Library organised an exhibition of juvenile 
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literature in connection with the Children’s Day on 14 November 
1958. The exhibition was kept open for a week. 


143 Gift of Chinese Books 


Shri Chou en-Lai, Prime Minister of China, has donated 12,000 
Chinese books to the Vishwa Bharati University. The books were 
presented to the university on 10 December 1958. 


144 Dr. Kotnis Library 


The Chinese Government has donated Rs. 10,000 to the Indo- 
China Friendship Association to establish a library after the name 
of Dr. Dwarka Nath Kotnis who laid down his life as the leader of 
the medical mission sent by Indian National Congress to China 
during the Sino-Japanese war. Accordingly a committee of following 


members has been constituted to advise the Association on this 
project : 


1 Ch. Brahm Prakash 2 Ch. Raghuvender Singh 


3 Shri P.N. Kaula 4 Shri D. Nandi 
The Committee was of the opinion that at least Rs. 15,000 
should be provided before the library could be started. It was 
suggested to start the library in New Delhi as a public library specia- 


lisation on Chinese literature. Ch. Raghuvender Singh has offered 
a piece of land for constructing the library building. 


145 Dr. Ambedkar’s Library 


Dr. B.R. Ambedkar, one of the great scholars of India and the 
architect of the Indian Constitution had a big library of his own. It is 
learnt that this well equipped library will be put for public auction 
which may distress any one who is a friend of libraries. 


146 Sri Aurobindo Library 


Sri Aurobindo Mandir Library was opened in Daryaganj, Delhi 
on 16 October 1958. The library will have specialised collections on 
religion, philosophy and literature. 


147 Dr. Bhatnagar’s Library 


The Library of the late Dr. Shanti Saroop Bhatnagar was 
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handed over to the National Physical Laboratory, New Delhi on 23 
November 1958. The collection consisted of books on science and 
technology. 


148 Exhibition of Hindi Books 


An All-India exhibition of Hindi books was organised by the 
Hindi Publishers Association at Agra on 23rd December 1958. 
About 5,000 publications were displayed at the exhibition. 


149 Hospital Library Service 


The Irwin Hospital, New Delhi, has started the library service 
for 1,000 in-door patients. An appeal for donations of publications 
has been issued by the hospital authorities to meet the growing needs 
of the patients. 


150 Physical Bibliography of Indian Books 


The Government of India instituted annual awards for excel- 
lence in printing and designing of publications in 1955. The awards 
for 1958 numbering over 100, were distributed by Shri Jawaharlal 
Nehru, Prime Minister of India on 19 December 1958. Shri Nehru 
stated that printing had brought about a revolutionary change in the 
world, for without books the world would have had to rely on 
human memory and tradition. Books and periodicals constituted an 
important part of the vital ‘“‘urge to progress society has to have.” 
They, therefore, should be written in simple style and presented in an 
attractive get up so as to be read widely. 


151 Gandhi Peace Foundation 


The Gandhi Peace Foundation set up by the Gandhi Samarak 
Nidhi in New Delhi, will provide assistance in library equipment to 
teaching institutions on Gandhian philosophy. It will also have a 
museum and a library. 


152 Gift of Books from Japan 


The Japanese Government has sent a gift of 1,450 books in 
Japanese, 452 books in European languages and 200 learned periodi- 
cals. The estimated cost of these publications is 2 million yen 
(Rs. 30,000). The books were presented to Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, 
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Prime Minister of India by the Japanese Ambassador in New Delhi 
on 27 December 1958. 


153 Film Library 


The Federation of Film Journalists have decided to establish a 
library of film literature in New Delhi which will be named after 
Dada Phalke—the father of the Indian films. The Union Ministry of 
Education has also set up a Central Film Library in New Delhi. 


154 Best Book on India 


The American Historical Association has selected Sources of 
Indian tradition by R. N. Dandekar and V. Raghavan, and published 
by the Columbia University, the best book on India published in the 
United States in 1958. The Watumuil Prize has thus been awarded 
to this publication. 


155 Library Legislation in Andhra 


The first Public Libraries Act was passed by the Madras State 
in 1948 on the basis ofa bill drafted by Dr. Ranganathan. With 
the bifurcation of the State into Madras and Andhra States, the 
Public Libraries Act of Madras became applicable to the territory of 
the Andhra State. Hyderabad State was another State which got a 
Libraries Act passed in 1955. With the disintegration of the 
Hyderabad State under the States Reorganisation Act, 1956, Andhra 
State whose capital is Hyderabad, is having two separate library acts 
working on its territory. 


The Andhra Government is now introducing a bill in the State 
Legislature to make the library system up-to-date in Andhra Pradesh. 
Shri S. B. P. Pattabhirama Rao, Education Minister stated that the 
Government had consulted Dr. S. R. Ranganathan and Shri 
Janardhana Naidu in drafting the bill. 


156 Salar Jung Museum 


The Salar Jung Museum, Library and Reading Room belonging 
to the heirs of late Nawab Salar Jung at Hyderabad will be handed 
over to the Union Government. The Museum is one of the biggest 

_museums owned by any private agency in the world. The heirs of 
the late Nawab have also offered land valued at Rs. 15 lakhs for the 
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construction of a new building. The State Government has sanc- 
tioned Rs. 5 lakhs towards its construction. 


157 Delhi University Library 


The Delhi University Library moved to its new home on 
1 December 1958. The new building has been constructed at a cost 
of Rs. 12 lakhs. It has got a spacious reading room to accommodate 
600 readers. The library building was inaugurated by Dr. S. 
Radhakrishnan, Vice President of India who said, he hoped that the 
library would give the members the chance to sit still and think 
deeply. He commended to the students the study of great classics. 
Dr. Radhakrishnan also paid high tributes to Sir Maurice Gwyer, 
former Vice Chancellor and Dr. S.R. Ranganathan. 


Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, Vice Chancellor, Delhi University stated 
that the library building owed its existence to three personalities— Sir 
Maurice Gwyer, Dr. S. R. Ranganathan and Shri S. Das Gupta. 
Sir Maurice Gwyer initiated the idea which was planned in the 
concrete form by Dr. Ranganathan, the ‘doyen of all librarians’ who 
later gave it into the hands of Shri Das Gupta, the University 
Librarian. 


158 Punjab University Library 


The Punjab University Library will have a new home, the 
foundation-stone of which was laid by Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, Vice 
President of India, at Chandigarh on 13 December 1958. The new 
building when completed, will stack 5 lakh books and provide 32 
cubicles for teachers and research scholars. 


159 Patna University Library 


The Patna University Library will have a separate building at 
a cost of Rs. 12 lakhs of which Rs. 8 lakh has been provided by the 
University Grants Commission. The foundation stone of the new 
building was laid by Shri C.D. Deshmukh, Chairman, U. G. C., on 
17 December 1958. 


160 Legislative Library, U. P. 


The Legislative Library, U.P., will move to its new building at 
Lucknow which is being constructed at a cost of Rs. 6 lakhs. The 
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building will be a five storeyed structure and will be an addition to 
the Secretariat building on one side. The other side of the building 
is also being constructed at a cost of Rs. 5 lakhs to house the Secre- 
tariat offices. The original plan of this structure was laid in 1922 but 
was postponed by the then Government. 


161 Delhi Library Association 
161A DELHI LIBRARY CONFERENCE 


The Second Delhi Library Conference sponsored by the Delhi 
Library Association will be held in 1959. A symposium on Library 
Classification and Cataloguing is being organised as the programme 
of the Conference. About 30 topics for papers have been selected 
and would be discussed at the Conference.

162 Government of India Libraries Association 
162A FAREWELL TO SHRI KAULA 


The GILA bade farewell to Shri P.N. Kaula, Editor, Library 
Herald and Vice President, GILA, on his being appointed the Reader 
in Library Science at Delhi University, on 7 November 1958. The 
speakers who paid glowing tributes to the qualities and achievements 
of Shri Kaula were Shri N. M. Ketkar, Librarian, Central Secretariat 
Library, Shri B.L. Bharadwaj, Secretary, GILA and Librarian, Plan- 
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ning Commission, Shri M.K. Jain of the Central Educational Library, 
New Delhi and Shri S.L. Tandon, Librarian, Ministry of Defence, 
New Delhi. 


Shri Ketkar stated that Shri Kaula’s achievements were not 
known to every one. He was himself the ‘profession’ while the others 
were mere librarians. He had contributed very much to the profes- 
sional activities. He was author of dozens of articles and several 
publications, editor, organiser, specialist anda person of untiring 
zeal and dedication. Shri Ketkar emphasised that Shri Kaula would 
produce qualified and competent librarians for the entire country and 
contribute further to the cause of libraries. Shri Bharadwaj was of the 
opinion that Shri Kaula had done more than any other librarian in 
Government of India, to serve the cause of libraries. He welcomed 
him on behalf of the Association and said that Shri Kaula was a 
person of unusual talents and zeal.

He said that he was enjoying the universal popularity 
among librarians and was interested in raising the profession to 
greater heights, 


Shri Kaula thanked the members of GILA and stated that his 
insignificant work had been exaggerated. He said that even that 
very little work that he was able to do, was due to the blessings of 
Dr. Ranganathan, who had been his teacher, guide and ideal. He 
appealed to all departmental librarians to strengthen GILA by 
enrolling themselves as members. 


Shri Kaula was also given farewell by the staff of the Central 
Educational Library and Central Secretariat Library on 23 October 
and | November 1958 respectively. At the C.E.L. function, Shri N.M. 
Ketkar was also present. 


Shri M.K. Jain stated some of the rare qualities of Shri Kaula 
who had done much for the profession. He was keen and devoted to 
teaching, professional work and similar activities. 


Shri J.S. Anand said that Shri Kaula was a prolific writer, a 
thinker and a leader of the profession. He was satisfied that he had 
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now gota right place according to his talents and was convinced that 
he would contribute a great deal towards the good of the profession 
at every stage. Shri Ketkar felt that a void would be created by 
Shri Kaula’s leaving the Government of India, because according 
to him, he was conducting the professional activity in the real sense 
in Government of India. 


Trtbutes were paid to the work and activities of Shri Kaula at 
the Central Secretariat Library, New Delhi by Shri K.D. Sharma, 
Shri Bhatt, Shri Raj Kumar and Shri N.M. Ketkar. Shri Ketkar said 
that it was because of Shri Kaula that they could think of a profes- 
sion and its activities in North Block of the Secretariat which accord- 
ing to him was the Government of India. He said that he was 
presenting a photograph of Dr. Ranganathan, his able Guru, which 
would give him the greatest satisfaction. 


Shri Kaula expressed gratitude to all the members of the staff 
for their co-operation and appealed to them for loyalty and devotion 
to the profession. 


INTERNATIONAL 
163 International Federation of Library Associations 


The IFLA has been engagedin framing cataloguing rules with 
the assistance of Unesco. It has been provided witha grant from 
the Council on Library Resources, Washington, to enable it to carry 
out its work on cataloguing rules further. Unesco has also recently 
entered into contract with IFLA to consider the rules for corporate 
and personal authorships. The attention of the Working Group on 
tle Co-ordination of Cataloguing Principles is invited to the rules in 
the Classified catalogue code, edn. 4, released recently by the Madras 
Library Association. 


164 International Conference on Scientific Information 


The ICSI sponsored by the National Academy of Sciences, 
Washington and by a number of Government Departments and 
business organisations, was held in Washington from 17-21 Novem- 
ber 1958. The Conference discussed 41 papers of which 14 were 
directly or indirectly concerned on Facet-analysis designed in India. 
Dr. S.R. Ranganathan attended the Conference and participated as a 
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panel member. It was generally felt that the follow-up work may 
best be channelised through FID. 


165 International Federation for Documentation 


The meeting of the Council of FID was held in Washington on 
15, 22 and 24 November 1958, which was attended by Dr. S.R. 
Ranganathan. The programme for future meetings has been as 
under : 


Warsaw in 1959 ; Brazilin 1960 ; Great Britain in 1961. The 
World Congress will be held in an Asian country possibly in India 
in 1962. 


Dr. S.R. Ranganathan was elected Vice President of FID for 
three years. He and Prof. Kotani of Japan succeeded in securing 
an extra place of Vice Presidentship for Asia or Africa which has not 
yet been allotted. 


166 Universal Copyright Convention 


The third session of the Inter-governmental Copyright Com- 
mittee of the Universal Copyright Convention was held at Geneva 
from 18-23 August 1958. 11 Member-States including India, were 
represented and delegates from 15 other States including 8 States 
adhering to the U.C.C., participated. The Seventh Session of the 
Permanent Committee of the Berne Union which coincided with the 
Inter-governmental Copyright Committee and so joint sessions of both 
the Committees were held. The Committees discussed protection of 
performers, recorders and broadcasters, violation of the provisions 
of the U.C.C. and double taxation of author’s royalties. 


167 International Lending System 


The IFLA has established international library loans among a 
number of libraries. The Library of the U.S.S.R. Academy of 
Sciences and other libraries dependent on it have recently accepted 
this international loan arrangement. The Library has made this 
arrangement with 80 leading libraries in 25 countries. 


168 Survey of Special Libraries 


Dr. Luther H. Evans, Director General of Unesco contracted 
with Dr. Eugene Egger, Swiss National Library, Berne and Dr. D. J. 
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Urquhart, Department of Scientific & Industrial Research Library, 
U.K., to conduct a survey of the need of special libraries. This 
survey was undertaken in response to a resolution passed at the 
Sih session of the General Conference of Unesco. The survey was 
undertaken on the basis of a questionnaire circulated to 555 libraries 
in developed and underdeveloped countries, of which 214 libraries 
(11S from D.C. and 99 from U.D.C.) had responded. The report 
of the survey besides analysing all aspects of special librarianship, 
has made a number of recommendations which were studied at the 
10th session of the General Conference of Unesco at Paris from 
4 November to 5 December 1958. 


169 Documentation Centres 


With the growing importance of scientific literature, the need 
for scientific documentation has become necessary. Unesco has 
provided financial and technical aid to the following six countries to 
help them to set up Scientific Documentation Centres : 


1. India; 2, Egypt; 3. Mexico; 4. Uruguay; 5. Pakistan; 6. Yugoslvaia. 


The Indian Centre known as INSDOC, was the first centre to 
have been established in the East. The Unesco is now opening 
another centre at Buenos Aires in Argentina. The Mexico centre was 
established in 1951 but reorganised in 1954 as CDCTM (Centro de 
Documentation Cientifica of Tecnica Mexico). The Pakistan centre 
called PANSDOC was established in 1956. 


170 Japan Information Centre 


The Japan Information Centre of Science and Technology 
(JICST) was established at Tokyo in August 1957. The Library of 
the centre receives 2,000 foreign and 1,000 Japanese scientific 
periodicals and has got about 2,000 reference books. The centre is 
also rendering bibliographical and documentation service. The 
information is retrieved through modern mechanical devices and 
several publications. 


171 Conference on Public Libraries 


The Conference on Public Libraries in the Asian-Pacific area 
was held at Tokyo from 15-19 April 1958. It was attended by 
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Burma, Ceylon, France, Hong Kong, India, Japan, Panama, U. K., 
U.S.A. and Vietnam. The conference discussed the problems 
relating to the organisation of public libraries, their services and 
inter-library co-operation. 


172 Training Course in Library Science 


The first training course in library science in Ceylon was 
arranged in 1957. The course was of one year’s duration and was 
conducted by a Canadian library expert whose services were requisi- 
tioned under the Colombo Plan. 


173 Kirjath Hajovel Public Library 


A model public library at Kirjath Hajovel, Israel, has been 
established in January 1958 with the aid of Unesco. 


174 University of Rangoon Library 


The Ford Foundation has given a grant of $180,000 to 
enable the University of Rangoon to establish a modern library 
as part of the university’s newly created School of Social Sciences. 
The American Library Association will provide technical assistance 
by offering advice in organising the library and by arranging graduate 
library study for three Burmese besides providing in-service training 
to the library staff. Shri Pual H. Bixler, Librarian, Antioch College, 
Ohio, has been appointed to head the programme for 2 years. 


175 Nuclear Library 


The U.S. Atomic Energy Commission has presented a nuclear 
library to Euratom. The library contains 19,000 volumes of which 
three quarters are in the form of microfilms. 


176 British Museum 


The British Museum has a large newspaper library attached to 
it. Filing of newspapers bas become an uphill task and so some 
device had to be explored to storethem. It has been decided to 
store microfilm versions of six U.S. newspapers from 1959. This 
will solve the space problem for some time. 
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177 Copyright Protection 


Great Britain has extended protection of all works under the 
Universal Copyright Convention to the same term as that enjoyed by 
British citizens. This is the life of author plus 50 years. Before 
this, works of the U. S. nationals were protected for a term of only 
28 years. 


178 Libraries in Yugoslavia 


There are several types of libraries in Yugoslavia—Popular, 
scientific, reference and academic libraries. 


In 1950 there were 5,062 public libraries with a stock of 
6,051,000 books. There are special type of popular libraries called 
‘Workers’ Libraries’. These libraries are intended for working 
population of Yugoslavia and are established by trade union organi- 
sations. There were 3,618 workers’ libraries with a collection of 
1,003,409 books and 337,525 reading rooms. There are also large 
workers’ libraries attached to enterprises and are independent institu- 
tions or are part of workers’ universities, 


Children’s libraries have also been created since 1955 and they 
numbered 33 in 195t. In public libraries, children’s sections have 
been created to help children in using the libraries. There were 
11,453 school libraries for pupils and 10,587 for teachers. There are 
also big science libraries in the country. 


There are also 7 Central Republican Libraries for each of the 
Republics in the country. These libraries have got the copyright 
privileges. There were in all 826 scientific libraries in 1956. 


179 National Bibliography of Yugoslavia 


The leading bibliographic institutes of all the Republics of Yugo- 
slavia are bringing outa complete national bibliography. The 
bibliography will cover the period 1493-1957 and will take 4 years for 
its compilation. The first Yugoslav printed book Octoi gospils was 
published at Obod in Montenegro in 1493. The bibliographers have 
listed over 115,000 publications so far and the entire bibliography is 
expected to contain 21,60,000 entries. 
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180 Libraries in Uzbekistan 


Uzbekistan is a Republic under U.S.S.R. There are 3,000 libra- 
ries in this small area of Russia with a total book collection of 1,14 
lakhs. In 1956 there were 3100 clubs, 1471 film projectors, 46 thea- 
tres and 14 museums. The book-production in Uzbekistan is three 
times greater than even France. In other words on an average 3 
books per head per year are published in this territory of Russia. 


181 National Library, Canada 


The National library of Canada came into existence on | Jan- 
uary 1953. Since then it has become one of the powerful centres of 
intellectual activity in that country. It has extended its field of service 
and has absorbed the Canadian Bibliographic Centre, established in 
1950. The library is also maintaining a National Union Catalogue 
which at present consists of 40 lakh cards made out of 72 lakh 
volumes from 128 libraries. 


182 ALA Cataloguing Rules 


The Specialists in bibliographic and cataloguing have issued two 
drafts framing separate rules for the entry of works on corporate 
authorship. The specialists also prepared arevised draft for the 
Institute on Cataloguing Code Revision. This draft includes sections 
relating to works of corporate authorship, personal authorship and 
anonymous works. 


The specialists may perhaps find Dr. Ranganathan’s Classified 
catalogue code, edn. 4, an answer to some of the most difficult aspects 
of ALA rules. 


183 Motion Picture Preservation 


The U.S. Government has allotted $60,000 for preservation of 
motion pictures from 1894-1912. 


184 Librarian of Congress 


The President of the U.S.A. has named the Librarian of 
Congress to two bodies. He will be a member of the Science 
Information Council and the Trustees of the National Cultural Centre. 
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185 The Library of Congress 


The Library of Congress is the largest library in the world 
comparing its budget, staff, service, accommodationetc. The U.S. 
Government has sanctioned $12,436,442 for the operation of this 
library during the fiscal year 1959. 


186 National Union Catalogue 


The Library of Congress has compiled the National Union 
Catalogue containing the holdings of 500 libraries during the last 5 


years. The catalogue contains 18,826 pages and reference to 460,000 
titles. 


187 Eastern College Library Conference 


The 44th annual conference of Eastern College Librarians was 
held at Columbia University, New York city on 29 November 1958. 
There was a panel discussion on the “Truth about co-operation 
among libraries.” 


188 Copyright Office, Washington 


The Cataloguing Division of the Library of Congress has 
catalogued 255,000 registered items and prepared a Catalogue of 
copyright entries in 16 semi-annual issues. 


189 National Library Week 


The second National Library Week will be held from 12-18 
April 1952. The Library Week is sponsored by the National Book 
Cammittee, Inc., in cooperation with the American Library 
Association. 


190 Travelling Libraries 


The American Association for the Advancement of Science and 
the National Science Foundation in cooperation with the U.S. 
publishers will provide 350 travelling libraries to serve 1,400 senior 
high schools. These libraries will travel in all the 48 States, Alaska, 
the Central Zone, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico.
